around, getting the clothing well soak­ 
ed and soaped.

ment on the old method of stirring the 
clothes around with a stick.

A number of resi­ 
dences are being erected in the square 
bounded by Sixth and Seventh streets 
and .Maryland avenue northeast, and 
more than a third of them have been 
sold 


C a rro ll’s Mistake. 
Daniel Carroll, a man of culture and 
refinement and with social standing 
rn keeping with wealthy planters of 
his period, at one time owned a large 
area of the land on Capitol hilt. 
He 
was the brothel* of the Right Rev. 
J. Carroll, the first Roman Catholic 
priest of Baltimore and the founder 
of (he Jesuit college of Georgetown. 
Ile was at one time the most lavish 
entertainer of all the original land­ 
holders of the city. 
The mistake of Carroll’s life was 
that of holding on to much of his land 
and holding it at such enormous prices 
that instead of the city building east 
of the capitol, as was his fond hope, 
the development was turned toward 
the west. 
It is reported that at one 
time Carroll refused to sell a part of 
his plantation to Stephen Girard for 
$200,000. 


City of Anticipation. 
Daniel Carroll, who xvas one of the 
three commissioners of (he District iu 
the year 3793: David Burns, Thomas 
Johnson and David Stewart used to 
meet often with George Washington 
at the famous hostelry, Tunnicliff 
tavern, on Capitol hill, aud discuss 
the future of the “federal city.” as 
it was always referred to by Wash­ 
ington. 
At that time the Eastern 
branch was an important shipping 
center. 
So enthusiastic over Hie prospects of 
tile rapid development and growth of 
Capitol hill was Washington that sev 
oral capitalists of his day were attract 
od to the site of the “federal city. ’ 
Among those who came to the “city of 
anticipation” were Greenleaf. Robert 
Morris, Thomas Law and Nicholson. 
Greenleaf, t lion a young man of thirty, 
had accumulated about $1,090.00 > in 
mercantile enterprises.

dream for the development of Capitol 
hill, although delayed for more than a 
century, has at last come to pass.

New Washing Machine That 


Lightens Labor. ' 


washing machine that 
lightens tb< 
wash woman’s labors to a great ex 
tent and Insures Hie clothes getting a 
thorough stirring. 
The apparatus eon 
gists of a tub with a central shaft 
running through a smaller vessel In 
the bottom. 
This smaller vessel re 


t o !ves. 
Running down through the 
cover of the tub is a plunger fitted 
with a heavy pounding and suction de 
vice. 
Both the pounder and tile cen 
tral shaft are operated by gearing 
when a wheel at the side of the rub 
is turned. 
The inner vessel, which 
contains the clothes, revolves, and the 
pounder 
moves 
up and 
down and 
churns the contents of the tub up and 
around, getting the clothing well soak­ 
ed and soaped. 
It is a big improve­ 
ment on the old method of stirring the 
clothes around with a stick. 


Household Hints. 
Sponges are great germ collectors 
They should be scalded frequently, 
and hot water bottles should be wash 
ed inside and out with strong suds. 
If a vessel in which a fish has been 
cooked is first washed aud scrubbed 
well with soap and vinegar and then 
scoured with scalding vinegar all odor 
will be removed. 
A fish that is to be broiled will be 
greatly improved in flavor if for aq 
hour before cooking it is placed in a 
dish containing a little olive oil or 
melted butter. 
If chicken is roasted or panned with 
the breast down instead of up it will 
be more juicy and tender. 


English Hot Pot. 
Brown a chopped onion in two ta­ 
blespoonfuls of butter. 
Add one pint 
of round steak ground or cut in small 
pieces. 
When browned add one pint 
of stock or water, one tablespoonful 
of catchup, one tablespoonful of vin e­ 
gar and one teaspoonful of pepper. 
Simmer for one hour, then add three 
potatoes, one carrot, one turnip and 
two stalks of celery, ail diced and 
cooked until tender. 
Season with salt 
and cook ten minutes or longer. 


Fine Salad Dressing. 
Two heaping tablespoonfuls sugar, 
one level tablespoonful flour, one level 
tablespoonful dry 
mustard, one-half 
level tablespoonful salt. 
Stir all to 
get ber dry; then .“Hid three well beaten 
eggs, then one and one-quarter cups 
milk. 
Last add one small cup vinegar 
and piece of butter size of an egg. 
(Add the butter after it is on the 
stove.) 
Mix well and boil in a double 
boiler until thick as custard, stirring 
ail the time. 


Nut Scrapple. 
Take two cupfuls of Indian meal, 
one of hominy and a tablespoonful of 
salt 
Add sufficient boiling water and 
cook thoroughly in a double boiler un­ 
til of a consistency for frying. 
When 
done take from the fire and stir iu 
two heaping cups of ground hickory 
nut meats and while still hot pour 
into a buttered rnilkpan. 
Sliced and 
fried, this takes the place of mesit 
and furnishes an appetizing breakfast 
dish. 


Rolled Corned Beef. 
v 
Take a flank piece of corned beef, 
make a dressing as for turkey, spread 
thickly over the beef and roll tightly 
and tie. Fold in a thin cloth 
Boil un­ 
til tender. Take up, drain, press under 
a weight and slice cold. 
A flank piece 
can be rolled and tied and boiled ten­ 
der without dressing. 
Press and slice 
cold. Garnish with curled parsley anti 
pickles. 


Fried Apples. 
Ohoose large, firm, tart apples. Wash 
and 
slice, 
without paring, 
straight 
across, so as to make round slices 
half an inch thick with the core in 
the center. 
Heat a spoonful of b i t ­ 
ter in the spider, lay the slices in, 
brown on both sides, taking care to 
fceeo. them in shape. Serve as a vege­ 


table with roast meat. 


Beefsteak With Onions. 
Cut up six onions very Ane. put them 
in a saucepan with a cupful of hot 
water, two ounces of butter and sea­ 
son with pepper and salt. 
Let it stew 
until the onions are quite soft. 
Broil 
the steak and put it into the saucepan 
m d let it simmer for ten minutes.
